Forty-eight survivors brought 
here aboard a French warship In¬ 
cluded 29 women and three smaU 
children who were hurried to two 
hotels which were converted Into 
emergency hospitals. They told

from death.

Chief term* of the treaty are

1.' Britain win not interfere 
with or attempt to delimit Japan¬ 
ese conquest ot China proper, or 
undermine her hegemony there. 

3. Japan, In return, guaran¬ 
tee* not to threaten the security, 
in any way, of the vital British 
possessions In the" Fir East; In¬ 
cluding the strategic Singapore 
naval base and the crown colony 
of Hongkong. 

3. Japan further pledge* not 
to attempt expansion of imperial¬ 
ism southward in the Pacific, to 
create any military menace upon 
Australia or New Zealand, or 
upon the Dutch East Indies. 

4. Britain accedes to recognize 
the Japanese “new order In Asia" 
policy in so far as allowing per- 
pctuatlon of Japan's proclaimed 
political and economic suzerainty 
over China. 

Members ot the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee now have 
confidential documents bearing 
on the reported treaty. Lively 
debate is expected on the secret 
pact, which changes the balance 
of power ta the Pacific, as up 
until now Britain was accepted as 
being pro-China, with no indica¬ 
tion of the British government

H. W.- Singer In Manchester Guardian 

The benevolent neutrality of the United 
States has opened to the Allies a vast arsenal 
of war supplies. Among the major prob l e ms 
of war finance will be that of “paying 
America": It is a problem whose solution 
may Involve far-reaching readjustments of 
our economic policy. 

In normal times Britain buys from the 
United States 180,000,000 a year more than 
she sells: the Dominions add another 115,- 
OOO.OOOl to the deficit. On Lb* other hastd. the 
Crown colonies, especially Malaya, sell to 
tlie United States about 135,000,000 a year 
more than they buy. When all Items, visible 
and Invisible, are taken Into account there 
generally remain* a final deficit. 

The problem of financing this peacetime 
deficit Is, however, child's play compared 
with the test of our economic resources that 
la likely to bs I mp os e d during the war. Anglo- 
American trade may well become almost a 
one-way business. In recent years Britain's 
imports from the United States have 
amounted to about 1100,000,000 annually. If 
the conditions In the later and mechanized 
period of the war of 1B14-18 are any guide 
war deliveries at their full strength win be 
at the rats of some 1300/100,000 a year.

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Privy Cornell Appeals 

pANADA'S 8UPREME COURT HAS DE- 
elded that since the passage of the 
Statute of Westminster In 1931 the Parlia¬ 
ment ot the Dominion has enjoyed the right 
to abolish appeal* to the Judicial Committee 
ot the Privy Council in London. At the last 
session of Parliament, Hon. C. H. Cahan. K.C, 
Conservative member of the House of Com¬ 
mons for the Montreal constituency of St. 
Lawrence-St. George, Introduced a MI1 seek¬ 
ing, a ruling on the point. The Dominion 
government referred the matter to the tri¬ 
bunal which has now rendered Its verdict, 
four of Its members. Including Chief Justice 
Sir Lyman Duff, agreeing with the argu¬ 
ment submitted, with Justice* H. H Davis 
and O. F. Crocket dissenting. 

Although It Is not unlikely thst the Su¬ 
preme Court's decision trill Itself be referred 
to the Judicial Committee In London, with 
the object of confirming Parliament's con¬ 
stitutional power to enact the legislation to 
give It definite effect, the laymen often has 
asked himself why there should have been 
any doubt on this point In view of the dear 
definition of status which the Statute of 
Westminster laid down. Australia already 
has limited Privy Council appeals, and Eire, 
when It was still the Irish Free State, also 
abolished the procedure. And It wUl he re- 
called that In hit report to the Canadian 
Senate on th* British North America Act, Mr. 
W. F. O'Connor, K.C.. dealing with Domin¬ 
ion status, observed: “The Dominion Is now 
free to abolish aU appeals to the Klng-ln- 
Council, whether as a right or aa a grace, 
concerning matters over which the Domin 
km has legislative or other jurisdiction." 

The dispatch announcing the Supreme 
Court's decision Intimates that Mr. Justice 
Crocket held that the Cahan MU “was wholly 
- be y ond the powers of the federal Parlia¬ 
ment." In the absence of reasons to support 
Ihla blanket dissension, of course, It to Im¬ 
possible to argue the objection. Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Dsvis contends, however, that Parlia¬ 
ment would be competent to approve Mr. 
Fallen's proposal If It were amended to pro- 
vide that It should not affect the rights of 
any province In respect of any civil action 
started In a provincial court and concerned 
solely with matters over which the jMhrlndsl 
Legislature had exclusive Jurisdiction. Wt 
take this to mean that Mr. Justice Davis 
objects to the Supreme Court acting as final 
referee In dvll action* of purely provincial 
concern, and, that these should stiU go to 
London to be decided. To the lay mind this 
conflicts with the general Interpretation of 
the Statute of Westminster It Is to be noted, 
too, that th* British North America Act- 
cur own charier—la an Act of the United 
Kingdom which can be changed only by th* 
permission of the British Parliament. But 
an that la required to transfer that compe¬ 
tence to our own Parliament to a resolution 
showing that's!] the provinces unanimously 
desire It. It would not take Westminster 
long to pass the necessary legal formula In 
compliance with such s request. 

Abolition of appeals, of course. Is a wholly 
practical question; but Its discussion too 
often to Interlarded with sentiment. It has 
nothing whatever to do.wiih the Dominion’s 
loyalty or Ha attachment to the Crown, and, 
for that reason, It should at all time* he 
dlacuaeed objectively. Canadians ought to 
know by this time that talk about the right 
of the subject to appeal “to the foot of the 
throne" Is a legs! myth. Actually, the sub¬ 
ject appeals to the "foot of the throne” every 
time he goes Into sny court of the King's 
Justice, whether that court be In Canada or 
in England, and whether It be' merely a mag¬ 
istrate’s court or a high court. Also. It Is 
to be remembered, the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council Is not the final court 
of appeal for Great Britain. The House of 
Lords Is the tost resort.

a halt In the Increases. 

The bureau said a d'stlnct drop 
in the price of eggs and a alight 
fall In the price of flour were 
largely responsible for the de¬ 
cline. On the average the prices 
of vegetables, fruit*, butter, 
sugar, milk, tea and coffee re¬ 
mained fairly atable. Certain local 
irregularities were noticeable In 
the price of meats, flour and eggs. 

Two main points are brought 
out In the bureau's summary. 

Until war broke out the 1939 
food coats averaged 7 to 8 points ; 
lower than In 1938. After war 
started they Jumped for a time 
above the 1938 level and are now 
back at approximately this figure. 
Thu* while the year 1938 ended 
with prices twq points below the 
Index for the beginning of the 
year. 1939 finished with the Index 
5 points above what It had been, 
.at the start.

A country with that population 
could hardly be expected to stand 
up against the armies of one of 
Europe's large nations. Yet the 
Finns have amazed the outside 
world by their defence against 
Russia. 

The Finns have been fighting to 
save freedom they have had only 
21 years. During most of her his- 
lory Finland has been a part of 
Russia or Sweden. In later stories 
this week we shall go back into 
their history a bit and speak of 
the centuries of Swedish rule and 
the later period of Russian rule. 

Finland has been called “the 
' Land of a Thousand Lakes." The 
fact is that there are more than 
60,000 lakes In Finland! They 
were made by a great glacier, or 
Ice sheet, which covered northern 
Europe ages ago. 

The larger lakes are nearly all 
In the southern half of Finland. 
In the north the land rises and 
there are mountains which are 
much-rounded at the top. The 
highest mountain rises hardly 
four-fifths of a mile. 

Northern parts of Finland con¬ 
tain people known as Lapps. 
These people number only about 
2,000 and are of a different racial 
stock. Lappa also live in northern 
Sweden and Norway. They have 
tame reindeer and uae them In 
much the same way aq cattle are 
used In other lands.
